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gotten it. It was with other volumes of no 
particular value, piled up around the room, and 
he offered it for half a dollar. Strange to say, 
I, myself, at the time of purchase, did not attach 
any particular value to the copy. I was merely 
mildly curious. Later, I realized its importance 
and looked into its history. 

“According to a label on the cover of the 
binding, the Testament was once in the posses- 
sion of a Rev. J. M. Wright. A price mark of 
five shillings in pencil, apparently that of some 
dealer, indicates that the book was once for 
sale in England.” 

How and when it came to America is not 
known. It is indeed strange how these eight 
volumes remained intact throughout this period 
of eleven decades, and throughout the vicissi- 
tudes, not only of the years, but of journeys 
from China to England, and England to Amer- 
ica. And it is especially striking that they fell 
into the hands of, and traveled back with, a 
Christian Chinese, to the land of their origin. 


Two Letters From China 


Many will recall the two large purchases of 
Bibles and Testaments by General Chang Chih- 
kiang. The first purchase was of 2,000 Bibles 
and 6,000 Testaments, on which he paid $5,700. 
The second purchase was for 4,500 Bibles and 
6,000 Testaments, on which he paid $7,500. 

General Chang was left as Commander-in 
Chief of the “Northwestern Army” by Mar- 
shal Feng Yu-hsiang, the “Christian General,” 
last June, when he retired from China. Our 
latest advices from missionaries and Chinese 
Christian leaders justify the belief that Mar- 
shal Feng is still a follower of Christ. In a re- 
cently issued biography of Marshal Feng, 
Chaplain Marcus Chieng gives details showing 
that Feng withdrew from China last June, be- 
cause he was disheartened by the strife among 
Chinese factions and the treachery and self- 
seeking of the military leaders of other parties, 
and because he was unwilling to participate in 
further bloodshed. 

The first letter, which follows, is from Gen- 
eral Chang himself. The second is from a chap- 
lain. The caption “National Army Christian 
Council” stands at the head of the letter paper. 
Both letters were to Mr. Strong, long in charge 
of the Society’s work at Peking, and now in 
charge of the Arabic Levant Agency at Cairo.

“I have great pleasure in acknowledging re- 
ceipt of your kind letter of the 6th inst. to- 
gether with the receipt for the remittance of 
$15,264.50 Mex. ($7,500 in gold). After 
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reading over the contents, I cannot help from 
being greatly moved by the sympathetic words 
concerning your leaving for Egypt in the near- 
est future. As communication has not been 
opened yet on account of ceaseless fighting, I 
regret so much that it is impossible for me to 
present you any souvenirs. However, I am 
sending you through the post office my like- 
ness, which has been taken recently. Please 
accept it as a token of love. 

“T wish to express my thanks for your 
always praying for our country as well as the 
Northwestern Army during the past, and es- 
pecially for your assuring us of your continu- 
ous prayers and interests in our work in the 
future. This proves that, although our flesh 
will be separated, our spirit will by no means 
be separated. 

“T hope that the climate and weather of 
Egypt will suit your health so as to make your 
work more successful and your mind more 
pleasant than in China. May the blessings from 
God, our Father, be all the time with you and 
your family. Amen. I remain,

“T do not remember whether I have ever 
met you or not, but through correspondence I 
have learned to know you. I am very sorry to 
learn that you are soon to leave China for 
Egypt. 

“As the second gift-edition of General 
Chang’s Bible cannot be sent here yet, and the 
first edition is already finished (exhausted— 
Ep.), and there are so many Christian officers 
all over China who have written to us, asking 
for a copy, I have talked with General Chang 
and he asks me to send you a list of names and 
addresses of these officers, in different parts of 
China, about one hundred and thirty names, 
and will you kindly send one Bible to each of 
these men, according to the address given? 
This is the only way we can accomplish the 
matter. I am very sorry to trouble, but will — 
much appreciate your favor. 

“General Chang is very anxious to make — 
friends with these Christian officers, all over 
China, and encourage them to earnest Bible 
study, and to deepen the Christian fellowship. 
I am sure you will appreciate the importance 
of the matter and help us. :

Bibles Upset the Market

Shanghai is the biggest book manufac- 
turing center in the Orient. The great 
Commercial Press, which sets the printing 
standards for China, has its works here, as have 
many other publishing houses. Shanghai con- 
trols the book paper and leather markets for 
the entire country. It was rather embarrass- 
ing, therefore, to have the American Bible 
Society place such big binding orders for Bibles 
and New Testaments as to exhaust the leather 
supply last summer. There were three suc- 
cessive orders that more than consumed the en- 
tire supply of first-class Bible leather. 

The first of these was the order for Bibles 
and Testaments for General Chang. Close 
upon the delivery of that shipment came the 
binding of the pulpit Bibles. This was an 
intersociety undertaking in which the British 
and Foreign Bible Society and the National 
Bible Society of Scotland united with the 
American Bible Society in publishing an edition 
in large type that has long been needed. It 
required a year to, set the type for the pulpit 
Bible, and all the while this was being pushed 
forward orders were coming in from all parts 
of the country. The Press found it difficult 
to keep up the desired speed in binding, and 
early in the summer the leather supply ran out. 

Then orders began reaching us from summer 
conferences for leather-bound Scriptures. The 
Rev. Lin Tien-ho, our field Secretary, visited 
a number of conferences for Christian workers. 
Upon these leaders he urged the value of carry- 
ing a copy of the Bible that in appearance would 
recommend itself to others. He pointed out 
that the possession of an attractive book would 
prompt others to desire one. Asa result of his 
work in these conferences, orders poured in for 
Bibles in our best bindings with names of the 
purchasers in gilt on the covers. This sudden 
deluge swamped the binders. It is only within 
recent weeks that it has been possible to fill all 
these orders. Over a thousand dollars’ worth of 
orders resulted from these conference efforts. 

The photograph (on the cover) shows Secre- 
tary Lin beside a table laden with the leather- 
bound Bibles that were being mailed to the 
workers who ordered them at the summer con- 
ferences. These men and women were aided 
in their purchase of the more expensively bound 
books by missionary friends who recognized 
the value of providing the leaders with well- 
bound Bibles, and so provided a third of the 
purchase cost of each book. 

Orders for the new pulpit Bible, copies of 
which appear in the picture, are still coming in 
faster than the bindery can deliver. One elderly 
friend of the Society, the oil merchant Hwang, 
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whose picture and story have appeared in the 
ReEcorp, has proposed to celebrate his seven- 
tieth birthday by buying fifty of these Bibles 
and selling them at half price to any church 
in the Hinghwa area that wishes to have one. 
The arrangement has not been consummated ; 
but it is worth noting that such a method of 
observing a birthday anniversary should even 
be considered. He has already agreed to sup- 
port a conference colporteur who will give 
his entire time to selling Scriptures. 

Another furore in the book printing and 
binding circles was created when we began to 
place orders for the pocket Testaments that we 
are supplying for the Million Testament Cam- 
paign. Printing concerns have virtually reor- 
ganized their business in certain departments 
to take care of these orders. Printing and bind- 
ing contracts for well over half a million Testa- 
ments have been given. One printer alone is 
beginning this week to deliver a thousand 
Testaments a day to our storeroom. The next 
commotion will be caused among our carpenters 
to produce shipping cases fast enough to get 
these Testaments distributed to all parts of 
China. 

Paper, leather, type metal, cloth, wood,— 
not to mention ink, glue, gilt, string, and pos- 
tage stamps,—the job of publishing Scrip- 
tures in China is not so simple after all.

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The Churches and Universal Bible Sunday 


EPORTS from the churches indicate that 
Universal Bible Sunday was observed 
more widely in 1926 than in any previous year. 
Months before December 5, requests for Bible 
Sunday literature began to come to the Amer- 
ican Bible Society headquarters. Pastors and 
other religious leaders representing fifty-three 
denominations in the United States ordered ma- 
terial relating to the topic “The Voice and the 
Book.” Nearly 75,000 packages containing the 
brochure by Mr. Willard Price, the large wall 
poster illustrating the relation of the Voice and 
the Book in missionary work, a sample of the 
small leaflet for general distribution, and a 
postal card for ordering more material were 
mailed to pastors. Nearly 8,000 packages were 
mailed to other workers. 

In some of the American Bible Society’s 
Foreign Agencies translations of the brochure 
“The Voice and the Book” were made for use 
in native churches. The Japan Agency com- 
bined the observance of Universal Bible Sun- 
day with its jubilee anniversary. A _ special 
teport of this celebration appeared in the 
December issue of the Brste Soctety Recorp. 

Bishop Manning, of New York City, took 
advantage of Universal Bible Sunday to invite 
the Rev. Gilbert Darlington, the Treasurer of 
the American Bible Society, to make the pre- 
sentation of eight Bibles in as many different 
foreign languages to be used in the Chapels of 
the Tongues in the Cathedral of Saint John the 
Divine. One Bible printed in Chinese and one 
in Japanese were placed in St. Saviour’s 
Chapel ; one in Spanish was placed in St. James’ 
Chapel; an Italian Bible was for the St. 
Ambrose Chapel, French in the Chapel of St. 
Martin of Tours, Swedish for St. Ansgarius’ 
Chapel; German for St. Boniface’s, and Welsh 
for St. Columba’s Chapel. All of these Bibles 
were specially bound for presentation to the 
Cathedral by the American Bible Society. 

Lack of space prevents us from quoting the 
many favorable comments received by the 
American Bible Society concerning its part in 
promoting Universal Bible Sunday. The fol- 
lowing brief statements indicate the tenor of 
these comments:

The daily newspapers of the country as well 
as the religious press gave very satisfactory 
publicity to Universal Bible Sunday. The 
Chicago Tribune, in addition to an editorial 
on the Bible, carried a whole column of ma- 
terial supplied by the Rev. J. L. McLaughlin, 
D.D., Secretary of the American Bible 
Society’s Northwestern Agency. The Atlanta 
Journal for December 12 carried a splendid 
article by Bishop Warren Candler. A large 
number of clippings from other daily news- 
papers indicate a very wide interest in the ob- 
servance of Universal Bible Sunday through- 
out the United States. 

The following quotations from the religious 
press will indicate the attitude of the church 
press. After mentioning various special Sun- 
days, the Watchman-Examiner says: 

This whole business has been done to death. The 
gospel has hardly a chance in some of our efficiency 
churches. We desire, however, to call attention to 
Bible Sunday, the first Sunday in December. We 
cannot make a mistake in devoting one special Sunday 
to the Bible, can we? Certainly not. Then, by alt 
means, let every good church and godly minister be 
ready to dedicate December 5, this year, to earnest 
and important prayer and praise and preaching, with 
the Bible as the center of it all, that the blessed Word 


of God, which has brought salvation to millions, may 
become indeed a “witness to all nations.” 


The Christian Advocate, in its issue of 
October 28, 1926, contained the following: 

We wonder how many of our churches will observe 
Universal Bible Sunday. If we had our way through- 
out Christendom, the Bible would be held aloft on 
December 5 as the light of the world. * * * Every 
pastor should have a good sermon or lecture on the 
Bible. Indeed, he should be able to do his best on 
this subject. * * * Every pastor should prepare 
for Bible Sunday as one of the most outstanding 
opportunities during the year. 


Most of the leading church papers gave 
favorable announcements regarding the need 
and opportunity for the churches to make good 
use of Universal Bible Sunday. 

The American Bible Society rejoices in this 
additional opportunity to be of service to the 
churches. Universal Bible Sunday, as we have 
often indicated, is not intended to be another 
occasion for raising funds or for promoting the 
special interests of any society or organization. 
It is sponsored by the American Bible Society 
for the purpose of exalting the Bible as our 
precious inheritance from the past, our guide 
for the present, and our hope for the future. 
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Surely once each year every Christian church 
should give at least one of its Sabbath services 
to the consideration of the Bible as God’s Holy 
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Plans are already being made for the next 
Universal Bible Sunday in December. The 
American Bible Society will prepare special 


literature for use in connection with the topic 
“The Bible and the Home.” Why not plan 
now for a whole day for the Bible on December 
4, 1927?

An Unusual “Privilege”

An important item is that I have been taking 
advantage of the testimony of persons who have 
bought and read Gospels. They testify that 
they have received great blessing and have been 
led into the way of truth and goodness; and 
that the gospel leads sinners to Christ. I then 
turn to the crowd and say, “Friends, you hear 
the testimony of these who have bought and 
read the Gospels. Upon the reading and ac- 
ceptance of this truth your happiness depends 
for time and eternity.” In this manner I have 
been able by the blessing of God to place copies 
of the Word in the hands of many. In ihe 
month of March alone, 3,595 copies. 

I had planned to try to sell 5,000 in April. 

My 
daughter, twenty years of age, has been ill for 
some time; at the advice of the doctors we 
moved to Jacarepagua. There I took ad- 
vantage of Holy Week, and in one day I sold

348 and gave away 16 copies—making a total 
of 364. Then on Good Friday I sold 1,001 
copies. My daughter grew worse and died on 
the 20th. She gave a good testimony and 
passed away firm in the faith, thanks be to God. 

During these days I could not do much 
colportage work, except when waiting for the 
doctor at his door or at the drugstore for 
medicine. However, I have been able to place 
in the hands of the people during the month 
1,908 copies of the Scriptures. 1 thank God. 


From the Diary of Sr. Joao da Cruz 


“June 5—Went from Rio de Janeire to 
Guarany ; spent three days; preached five times 
and circulated copies of the Word of God. 
Eight persons resolved to follow Christ. 

“June 9—I went to Nepomuceno, sold four 
Bibles and twelve Testaments; preached once, 
fourteen declared for Christ. 

“June 10—Walked two leagues to visit a 
village, sold one New Testament; had an in- 
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teresting conversation with the political chief 
of the place, and another person who became 
deeply interested in the gospel. 

“Returned to Guarany and spent several busy 
days. Then went on to Leopoldina, where I 
sold a number of copies of the Scriptures; 
preached several times. In the daytime I went 
through the streets and in business houses, 
preaching the gospel. In Cataguazes twenty 
persons arose for prayer with a desire to fol- 
low Christ. In the jail I distributed Gospels 
among the prisoners and preached to them 
Christ; some were converted. 

“T visited, up to July 5, in all seven other 
towns and villages and a number of intervening 
country settlements. I traveled in all 245 
leagues, 11 on foot and 234 by train and horse- 
back. I visited 841 houses, counting each car 
on the railroad as one house; spoke with 8,535 
persons; sold 51 Bibles, 149 New Testaments, 
and 1,456 Gospels; gave to prisoners and to the 
poor 128 copies, making a total of 1,784, dis- 
tributed in 31 days, thanks be to God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

“In Nova Iguassu, as a result of our work 
and the reading of the Bible, seven persons 
have professed conversion. 

“Several persons of prominence in the social, 
business, and religious life of the place have 
become deeply interested. One of them said to 
me recently: ‘Sr. Cruz, from what I have heard 
and learned, I cannot understand why our 
priests speak evil of you, dislike you, and turn 
us away from the gospel.’ I counseled him to 
search the Scriptures and to listen to the Word 
of Christ. I have just learned that some of 
these people are disposed to buy a piece of land 
that is much needed, and give it to the.church.” 


A Colporteur and an ex-Priest at Work 


“On April 24 I left Rio with the ex-priest, 
Sr. Benetti, who had an engagement to speak 
three times. I was invited also to speak; 
Saturday and Sunday there were present about 
eight hundred persons. We visited Sao José 
de Ribeirao, Bom Jardim and Gungui, and 
spoke to 120 or 130 people in each place; I sold 
a number of copies of the Scriptures. In one 
place there was an elder of the Presbyterian 
Church, who told us that they usually saw only 
from twelve to twenty persons gather for 
worship in these places. Many who came to 
our meetings had never heard the gospel before. 
At one place a child was quite sick; I asked 
the parents if they had faith to believe Christ 
could heal their child. We prayed together ; the 
child was relieved; the parents came to the 
meeting the next day and reported that the 
child was completely restored. 
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“One man came five leagues with five chil- 
dren to hear the gospel and to buv a New 
Testament. In going from one village to an- 
other I felt constrained to turn aside and call 
at a little country house. The man told me 
that he once bought a New Testament; the 
priest said it was false, and he burned it up. 
I explained to him that there is but one New 
Testament, and read passages; he bought a 
copy and said he would continue to read it. 

“T then went to Barra Alegre, three or four 
leagues away, and there spoke to 300 persons 
and sold copies of the Scriptures. Among 
those present in the audience were the public 
school teacher, the chief of police and other 
prominent people. The chief of police said 
he had been an atheist, but was now deeply 
impressed; wished me to return soon and to 
make his house my home, and that he wishes 
his children to know the Bible and to be 
taught the religion of Jesus. 

“Sales during the month were 33 Bibles, 49 
New Testaments, and 1,022 Gospels.” 


In Suburban Trains, Rio de Janeiro 


The rapid growth of the city, tearing down 
of old and erection of new buildings, and the 
increase in rents has caused thousands of the 
people to move out and locate along the rail- 
way in small, cheaper houses. 


A SUBURBAN TRAIN, RIO DE JANEIRO 


Recently a colporteur of the American Bible 
Society conceived the idea of distributing 
among these people the one and two-cent 
Portuguese Gospels. He would explain to the 
train conductor the nature of his work, give 
him a copy of a Gospel, and ask permission 
to offer the little booklets for sale. Among the 
conductors he found men of all beliefs would 
give permission, except those of Roman 
Catholic persuasion. He relates many interest- 
ing conversations with the passengers. He 
writes : 

“On February 8 I began a new system of 
work, which God has richly blessed. Studying 
the psychology, heart and sentiment of our 
people, I would take a copy of the Gospel of 
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John, which has four pictures of places in 
Jerusalem, show it to the people and explain 
what it is. Perhaps my report may appear at 
first sight fantastic. I spoke to from 1,000 to 
2,000 persons a day at least. I worked only 
among the second class. I calculated that each 
car was as a house visited. At times there 
were as many as 150 persons in one car and 
standing on the platform; at other times there 
would be only 30 or 50. I would sometimes 
stand on the crowded platforms and preach 
the gospel to all in the car, and explain to 
them the contents of the little book, and that 
one could be bought for one or two cents. In 
a few days I sold 3,779 copies of the Gospels, 
and gave away 307 copies, making a total of 
4,086. 

“One afternoon I met in a crowded car a 
family of believers. One son is a student for 
the ministry. The mother showed me a Bible 
she had in hand. The son gave his testimony 
before the crowd, and many were persuaded 
to buy copies of the Gospels. 

“While this good work went on, at times there 
were those who would make fun, criticize and 
try to influence others not to buy. They were 
stumblingblocks in the way. I have met on 
these trains people of all kinds of beliefs and 
religious opinions; I have met with ridicule, 
blasphemy, insults, and all manner of criticism. 
But God has richly blessed my labors. 

“At one station where I stopped, I gave 8 
New Testaments to prisoners in a jail. There 
were several Christian believers in the place 
who volunteered to pay for the Testaments, 
that in this way they might help the Bible 
Society. I visited all the houses in the place 
and sold several copies of the Scriptures. I 
then spent several days in visiting other places. 
This month I have returned to continue the 
work on the suburban trains. I have sold in 
these few days 2,168 more copies.”

Colporteur 
Pioneers 


Under the above 
title one of our cor- 
respondents recent- 
ly gave a very in- 
teresting account of 
a journey he made 
in the Amazon 
River Valley. 

“At that time,” 
he writes, “we 
visited the ancient 
littles city ofmilette 
—the Ega of Wal- 
lace’s well-known 
Travels. Vi ety 
much impressed by the place, I urged the claims 
of Teffé as a good center and a possible base 
for work among the Redskins, but for certain 
reasons nothing was done. 

“Ten years passed. About two months ago 
I tried to locate a colporteur there, and, after 
many disappointments, a good, tried worker 
with a companion arrived at Teffé on a river 
steamer. 

“Eurico Calheiros felt a natural diffidence 
at the prospect facing him. In such places the 
elements of surprise and rapid action are often 
of great value in colportage. So, very great 
was his dismay when a young man of the place, 
under guise of friendship, rapidly broadcast the 
startling news that a Protestant minister had 
just arrived, who was going to hold public con- 
ferences, beginning that night. 

“In the face of this preparation, Eurico be-

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gan to canvass the place rather timidly, ex- 
pecting to have a very hard time of it. To his 
intense surprise, he was received with the 
greatest respect and courtesy by one and all, 
including the better-class people and the local 
authorities. There was no opposition at all! 
House by house and street by street they can- 
vassed the little town of about four hundred 
houses, and in less than four days, working 
only a few hours a day on account of the great 
heat, they were enabled to sell no less than 54 
Bibles, 60 Testaments and 107 Gospels; also 
making a free distribution of Gospels among 
the prisoners and other needy folk. Some of 
the inhabitants openly expressed their disgust 
with the lives of their priests; while many 
declared that they hoped that a gospel work 
might be established in their midst. 

“Speaking of the Amazon recalls an in- 
teresting fact relating to our sailor colporteur 
Antao Pessoa. “He was converted near the 
veyy notorious Putumayo region on the occasion 
of the expedition already referred to. Un-

fortunately I was compelled to leave him a 
few days later. Alone in that remote region, 
shut in by the dark, mysterious Amazon forest, 
he began to study the Bible, reading aloud as 
was his custom, and succeeded in arousing the 
envy of some of his fellow-sailors of that 
isolated Brazilian frontier guard, who could 
not read. So Antao offered to teach them to 
read the Bible. I sent him the materials from 
Maceid, and he started a school with ten sailor 
scholars, whom he taught to read and write 
well in less than a year! The only textbook 
used was the Bible, which was not only read, 
but duly expounded, by Antao according to all 
he had learnt from myself, or found out by 
study, and prayer-taught by the Spirit. Result 
—eight of the ten young men were soundly 
converted, including two Redskins. They 
proved practical converts too, and obedient; 
for they freely gave up their white rum, smok- 
ing, and gambling—a trinity of evils. They 
have all been scattered since, but carry the 
Word with them.”

While these plates are held 
available for the use of all, or any, Christian 
bodies in that great country, so far they have 
been used only by the All-Russian Evangelical 
Christian Union. That body has raised the 
money to print the edition of 25,000 Bibles, 
already announced. 
A second pleasure is the encouragement to 


be derived from the evidence these pictures give 
that evangelical Christian bodies exist, are 
active, and gather in such numbers in Russia. 

Another body of Russian evangelical 
Christians is taking steps to raise the funds 
necessary for their own edition from these 
plates; and we understand that friends of the 
Holy Synod are contemplating an edition also 
on its behalf. The plates seem to be rendering 
an ever-widening service. 

The American Bible Society has just made 
a further donation of $3,000 for the making of 
plates for a Russian Pocket New Testament.

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An Indirect Report from the Philippines

The minutes, in printed form, of the annual meeting of the Presbyterian Mission the 
Phillippines, held in October, 1926, have brought this indirect report. They were recewed through 
the courtesy of Dr. Arthur J. Brown. In itself the report is distinctly informing and interesting. 
In its picture of the active cooperation between missionaries on the field and the American Bible 
Society, it reveals further what is not realized by many. Reading between the lines, one can see 


how interdependent are the work of missions, and Bible socteties. 


Mr. Spielberger is Acting 


Agency Secretary in charge of our Philippines Agency during the furlough of the Rev. G. B. 
Cameron, and was reporting to his mission—not to the Bible Society. 


ss OU will miss this year the smiling coun- 

tenance of Mr. Cameron at your meet- 
ing. Instead, you will have to be satisfied with 
a substitute report from a substitute agent. 

“The work of restoring the plates of the 
dialect Bibles for the Philippines has been going 
on ever since the Japanese earthquake. Mr. 
Cameron tried very hard to have that work 
completed before his much-earned furlough was 
due, but that was impossible. So some of this 
work had to be left over and is being carried 
on now. We hope in the very near future to 
have plates for at least five dialect Bibles and 
New Testaments. Already the Bible plates 
are completed in the Tagalog and Cebuan. 
Although we have Bibles in the other dialects, 
all the plates for these Bibles are not finished 
and the printing has been done off the lino- 
type metal. It was thought for a while that we 
would have to stop the making of plates, but 
somehow we were able to continue up to the 
present time; and, if we are able to continue 
until the first of the year, we hope to carry on 
until’ the ‘return “ot Mr. ‘Cameron; Mr. 
Cameron has previously told you the amount 
of work necessary and the expenses involved. 
That has not diminished in his absence. 

“T am sure the American Bible Society is 
very grateful for the part the Presbyterian 
missionaries have had in the task of revising 
and retranslating some of the dialect Bibles. 
Only very recently all the mss. for the Bicol 
New Testament have been received, and no 
amount of words can adequately describe the 
painstaking care and the many strenuous hours 
that Mr. MacDonald and Mr. S. L. Smith and 
their coworkers have put in on this work: 
and we hope that the new Bicol Bible will in a 
measure at least repay them for their unselfish 
efforts. The same is true of the work done on 
the Cebuan translation by Mrs. Graham, Mr. 
Dunlop and Mr. Rath. Already the popularity 
of this Bible has been proven by the big 
demand. The first edition of this newly 
revised Bible is almost sold out, and we are now 
including in our printing program the second 
edition, so that we will be able to supply the 
ever-increasing demand for this splendid new 
Cebuan Bible. Due to lack of funds, we were 


not able to have Mrs. Hall continue her splendid 
efforts in the Samarefio dialect. She has 
devoted much of her time to the revision of the 
Gospels and Acts and has indicated her willing- 
ness to continue her work in the translation of 
the rest of the New Testament, even though 
there are no funds available, which is a most 
splendid testimony to her interest in the 
Samarefio Bible. And we hope that by the 
new year we might be able to have funds avail- 
able, so that work can again be taken up and 
we might look forward to an early edition of 
the Samarefio New Testament .at least, and, 
if possible, the entire Bible. The work of 
Dr. and Mrs. Magill in behalf of the Tagalog 
Old Testament is well known to you. How- 
ever, it is only fair to them that in this con- 
nection we mention them and include them in 
the list of those who have so graciously given 
of their time and talent to the work of the 
American Bible Society. 

“Tt was necessary in the middle of the year 
to make a readjustment in our distributing pro- 
gram. Hence, the number of Bibles, Testa- 
ments, and portions distributed will probably 
not be as great this year as it was last year. 
But we hope that next year, when we will have 
at least five dialect Bibles and Testaments 
available, we can make up for the loss in cir- 
culation of this year. The total number of 
Bibles, Testaments and portions sold and dis- 
tributed up to September 27 of this year (nine 
months) was 102,635. The total distributed 
last year (twelve months) was 125,509. That 
leaves us three months in which to distribute 
approximately 25,000 units in order to come 
up to the record of last year. It is possible that 
we can do that, so that in spite of the handicaps 
of this year we will not fall far behind last 
year’s accomplishment. 

“You will be interested in this connection to 
know what has been done in Presbyterian 
territory. The total number of books ( Bibles, 
Testaments and portions) distributed in Pres- 
byterian territory amounts to 26,435. Of this 
number 606 were sold by Mr. Ghent. For the 
others, the missionaries themselves receive the 
credit. Dr. and Mrs. Hall received the great- 
est number of units—11,137. That was largely 
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in portions though, since portions were the 
only thing we had in the Samarefio dialect. 
Next comes Mr. MacDonald, with a total of 
7,976 units. Third is Mr. Dunlop with 3,247 
units. I want also to make special mention of 
the very splendid cooperation we have had 
from Dr. Underwood. While he has not 
bought very many books outright, yet he has 
had charge of colportage work in Cebu and 
Leyte, and has more or less directed the activ- 
ities of our colporteur, Mr. Ghent, and has 
given the latter much encouragement when that 
encouragement was most needed. 

“T think, as a whole, this is a splendid record 
for the Presbyterian Mission, and you may 
well be proud of these accomplishments. It is 
a phase of missionary work in which you have 
excelled this year. Out of the total number 
of 26,435 units, only 67 units were sold by mail 
order. That shows that the people in the 
Visayan territory either do not read the ads in 
the paper or else are not used to buying through 
mail orders. 

“As you undoubtedly know, Mr. Cameron 
left for his much-earned furlough on April 16. 
Since then, the undersigned has attempted to 
carry on the work. I have been greatly assisted 
by the very efficient services that Mrs. Cintron 
has rendered in the carrying out of the details 
within the office and in the other parts of the 
institution. I have greatly enjoyed this work, 
although it has not been without its trials and 
problems. But somehow we were able to mas- 
ter them and carry on, holding at the same 
time fairly close to the program that Mr. 
Cameron had left. This experience has given 
me a most valuable insight into the bigness 
of the work of the American Bible Society, and 
I ask of you that you will remember the work 
of the Bible Society in the Philippines and else- 
where in your prayer.”

The following action of the Presbyterian 
Mission in the Philippines has been received 
from its secretary, the Rev. James B. Rogers, 
D.D., and its quotation here is appropriate : 


The Philippines Mission of the Presbyterian Church 
at its recent meeting had the pleasure of a visit from 
Mr. Cameron, your very successful and able Agent 
in these islands. The Mission adopted the following 
resolutions : 


“Wrereas, Mr. G. B. Cameron is soon to return 
to the States for a deserved and well-earned furlough, 
be it resolved by the Presbyterian Mission in annual 
meeting assembled that we hereby express our high 
appreciation of, and sincere thanks for, the earnest 
and efficient work of Mr. Cameron as Philippines 
Agent of the American Bible Society. Seldom, if 
ever, has an agent of any Bible Society been brought 
face to face with the stupendous task which con- 
fronted Mr. Cameron after the Japanese earthquake 
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of 1923. In spite of the fact that the plates for prac- 
tically all the Bibles of the Philippine dialects, as well 
as existing stock of the same, were destroyed at that 
time, Mr. Cameron set about the revision, resetting 
and reprinting of these Bibles; and today we are once 
more in possession of portions or entire Bibles in all 
these dialects. 

“In this connection we desire to record our sincere 
thanks to the American Bible Society for the hearty 
and sympathetic support which has been given Mr. 
Cameron in this great task. We congratulate the 
Society on having associated with them in their great 
task of Bible production and distribution such an effi- 
cient and consecrated Agent as Mr. Cameron, and we 
herewith earnestly request that, if it be possible, Mr. 
and Mrs. Cameron be returned to the Philippines 
work after their furlough.” 


Dr. Cadman on the Bible 


R. S. PARKES CADMAN’S wide serv- 

ice and influence through the Radio are 
well known: so also his “Daily Counsel’ in 
the New York Herald-Tribune which, as well 
as his radio remarks, often bears tribute to the 
Bible. Recently he answered the questions: 

Why do religious teachers insist that the Bible is 
the greatest book in the world? Are not the sacred 
literatures of India and Islam its rivals? Wherein 
lies its superior merits? 

Paying tribute first to the valuable features 
of the sacred books of other religions, he adds: 

“But the Bible is the greatest book in the 
world for manifold reasons which reduce them- 
selves to one: It contains that truth which 
properly understood and applied elevates human 
life in this world and the next to a state of 
blessedness than which a greater or more desir- 
able cannot be conceived. 

“It presents God as infinitely wise and good; 
the Creator and Redeemer of the race. It sets 
forth man as a reflection of the divine nature 
and the crown of God’s creative activity. It 
sums up God and man in its portrait of Jesus, 
who reveals at one and the same time the 
fatherhood of God and the sonship and brother- 
hood of man. 

“For Christians their Lord is the norm of the 
Bible. Its various books, which record the 
highest known religious experiences of the race, 
must be judged by His teachings. Whatever 
in their contents falls below His level can be 
regarded as preparative and transient. 

“Thus approached, the Bible gives the lie 
direct to pessimistic predictions about mankind. 
From first to last it is identified with every 
phase of our being and is the more divine be- 
cause it is the most human of all religious 
oracles. It invests our manifold pursuits and 
interests with the noblest moralities and 
spiritual imageries. It is universal in its appeal 
because it is the pre-eminent and soul-moving 
record of God’s self-disclosure to his children.”

JANUARY MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE ninth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society 

in its one hundred and eleventh year was held 
at the Bible House, Astor Place, New York, on 
Thursday, January 6, 1927, at 3:30 o’clock 
p. m., President E. Francis Hyde in the chair. 


Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rey. Dr. Minot C. Morgan, who has recently 
accepted membership on the Committee on 
Auxiliaries and Home Agencies, and who was 
welcomed at this meeting. 


The minutes of the eighth stated meeting of 
the Board of Managers were presented and 
approved. 


The death of the Rev. Dr-~ fummusib: 
Remensnyder, member emeritus of the Com- 
mittee on Versions, was reported, and a com- 
mittee appointed to prepare a memorial minute. 

The acceptance of election as a Manager by 
Mr. William J. Stitt, of New York City, was 
reported. 


The minutes of the various standing com- 
miuttees were presented and approved. 


A number of Auxiliary Societies which had 
ceased to function were dropped as Auxiliaries. 

The resignation of the Rev. A. H. Mellen 
as Secretary of the Mexico Agency was ac- 
cepted with regret. 

The Rev. Karl E. Aurell was made full 
Agency Secretary of the Japan Agency. The 
Rev. W. S. Strong was made full Agency Sec- 
retary in charge of the Arabic-Levant Agency. 

Grants were authorized to Bible societies, 
missions, etc., in Europe, Asia and Africa, not 
covered by Agencies of the Society. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of December, 1926: Brazil, 
93,420 volumes, valued at $2,474.77; Carib- 
bean, 1,594 volumes, valued at $434.03; China, 
20 volumes, valued at $44.85; La Plata, 150 
volumes, valued at $87.95; Mexico, 2,000 
volumes, valued at $1,161.85; Philippines, 6 
volumes, valued at $6.36; West Indies, 109 
volumes, valued at $146.80; total volumes, 57,- 
299 ; total value, $4,356.61. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of December were 682,465 volumes.
